He appealed to the Soviet 
Government to fulfil their 
obligation under the 1958 agrec- 
ment on repatriation, saying it 
formed “a fundamental pre- 
requisite for the improvement of 
German-Sovict relations.” 


HUMANE PRINCIPLES 


In his reply, the Soviet Prime 
Minister said there was “hardly 
any cause for disquict.” All 
persons who had applied for 
repatriation in accordance with 
the terms of the agtecment had 
been allowed to leave the Soviet 
Union. 


However, ‘there might be 
some delay in cases where ap- 
plications were made after the 

| 2grcement had lapsed, In 
handling these cases the Soviet 
authorities would be guided by 
“humane prinelples.” 


In closing, Mr Khrushchev 
referred to statements: by Dr 
Adenauer — conveyed through 
the West German Ambassador 
in Moscow and the Soviet 
Ambassador in Bonn — that Dr 
Adenautr was striving for Im- 
proved relations between their 
two countries.

In addition to his review of 
Asia, Mr Turner included in 
his report thls year for the first 
time a brief outline of the 
activities of the British Bank 
of. the Middle East, which the 
Corporation acquired in 1959.

been changed to December 31) 
and Mr Turner said’ this repre- 
sented an increase of 20 per 
cent’ proportionately over the 
previous year’s figure.

Mr Turner told the meeting 
that the $42.2 million profit re- 
presented an Increase of more 
than $14 million over the pre- 
vious year, This figure in- 
cluded dividends declared by 
the Mercantile Bank and the 
British Bank of the Middle 
East, 

Hongkong currency notes in 
elreulation increased by $64 mil- 
lion because of a rise in the Ex- 
cess note fssue and current, de- 
posit and’ other accounts showed 
a rise of $218 million, 

The consolidated balance 
Bheet included the accounts of 
the British Bank of the Mid- 
dle East for the first time and 
the total exceeds £445 mil- 
lion.
